QUEEN OF WANDS 

"Queen o-f the Thrones of Flame" 

Rules 20 Degrees Pisces to 20 Degrees Aries 


A crowned Queen with long red-gold hair and blue a r brown 
eyes, seated on a throne, with steady flames beneath. She wears a 
blue-black corslet and buskins of blue scale mail with orange 
outlines, which her red robe discloses, her arms are bare. On the 
cuirass, blue— black buskins and gold crown is an orange winged 
leopard head. She has her hand on the head of the crouched 
leopard at her side. With her right hand she holds a long wand 
with a very heavy conical head. Her face is beautiful and 
resolute. The flames beneath her are red-gold. 

The three pointed gold Crown she wears shows that her powers 
come from the Kabbalistic Supernal , especially the 3rd Sephirah 
of Binah. Her left hand placed on the head of the orange- red 
leopard shows her control over it and reiterates the ferocity 
that she could unleash if aroused. The -ed and gold Wand sis 
holds shows the emblyn of her power with the conical head relat- 
ing to unleashed power. The blue throne she is seated on is an 
aspect of her unequi vical rule while the blue platform supporting 
it shows the water aspect of the light red fiery background which 
she is derived from. Her skin colour is very light red, the same 
as the King which shows she is a Salamander. 

The Queen relates to the Watery part of Fire and shows that 
she has intuitive instincts and emotional depth which is tempered 
by a powerful fiery drive. The Fire emphasis gives excitement 
while the Water aspect leans towards the emotional. This combina- 
tion shows sudden swings in temperaments and give rise to 
emotional outbursts. This combination in a person is a very 
powerful one and shows self centeredness and authority in their 
respective fields of influence. 

When applying an alchemical concept to this card, it is 
found that in the Reddening (the Alchemical state of the Albedo), 
which this card represents. The F’rimea materia is starting to 
undergo a change (spots on the leopard) in which the masculine 
force (wand) comes under the domination and control of the femi- 
nine force. The large cone on top of the wand now represents the 
egg or unborn feotus of the King, fertilised by the masculine 
power of the Knight. Water is surrounded by fire, thereby giving 
the impression of a waterbath in which the vessel is placed, 
thereby preventing burning. 
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The I’Ching Hexagram associated here is number 63 and is 
called Chi-Chi, meaning completion and shows the trigrams of K'an 
(Water) over Li (Fire). The Great Symbolism says "The Symbol o-f 
Fire and that o-f water above it -form Chi-Chi. The superior man in 
accordance with this, thinks o-f evil that may come and guards 
against it". 

On the celestial sphere she rules 20 degrees Pisces to 20 
degrees Aries. In the wanning phase o-f Pisces there is growth in 
the unconscious -for the Soul -consc i ousness -finds nourishment, 
which leads on to the waxing phase o-f Aries where new li-fe 
springs -forth and new awareness together with new experience. 

Heh o-f Yod shows the second -feminine state of the first 
impetus. Part of the fiery essence has been transmuted by the 
constant heat causing the breakdown from a masculine to a femi- 
nine state of receptivity which is constantly nutured by the 
birth impetus of the initial Yod.

KING OF WANDS 

"Prince of the Chariot of Fire" 

20 degrees Cancer to 20 degrees Leo 

A white winged kingly figure with a golden winged Crown, 
seated on a chariot, only one wheel of his chariot is shown. He 
wears a golden corslet and buskins of scale armour (outlined in 
mauve) decorated with a white winged, rec coloured lion head 
emblym, which also mounts his crown. His /el low chariot has a 
mauve rim and wheel. The Lion pulling the chariot is red and his 
reins and harness are green, showing the •-estraint or control 
that the astral forces impose on him. His wand is also red with 
yellow rims and a yellow and red conocal tcp. like the Queen of 
Wands though much smaller, it is the wand of the 2.A.M. His in 
is a pale translucent red, like the other fire figures. His hair 
is long wavy golden yellow which curls at the bottom and his eyes 
are blue— grey. The arms of the King are bare, save for the 
shoulder pieces of the corslet. Beneath the chariot are red and 
golden flames, some waved while some are salient, the background 
is very light red. 

The five pointed gold Crown he wears relates to the Sephirah 
of Tiphareth, which is part of his governing force. The chariot 
he is on is analogous to Cancer, part of which he also rules 
while the lion pulling him stands for Leo. Together they show 
aggression being pulled by tremendous strength and energy but 
being directed through his Wand. The lion's head he displays on 
his armour shows the power he is united under. Unlike the Knight, 
the King is winged relating to both thought and imagination. The 
brightness of the wings are said to illuminate the mind by stimu- 
lating the mental faculties. Here we have a man with plenty of 
strength and authority and eager for action, sometimes acting on 
impulse. He is a magician of power, shown by his Wand, a member 
of the Second Order. 

He is the Airy part of Fire and in many instances displays 
volatile agression. His airy nature is of an intellectual struc- 
ture while his fiery nature propells it forward, directing it by 
will. He is a theorist who plans his strategy carefully then 
follows it through relentlessly. As an individual he is contin- 
ually expanding his horizons, trying to better himself on all 
levels. His airy nature however will control his fiery aggres- 
siveness to a certain extent. The Air/Fire combination is one 
that produces rapid expansion, but it also shows a serious 
individual motivated by his unconscious need for security and 
stability. Because of this, his go getting attitude is his worst

The alchemical theme of this card is solar (hence its rela- 
tion to Tiphareth and Air) and shows swift transition of the 
masculine- powers. Here the masculine force has again separated 
from the feminine controlled (by action of the birth) force of 
the Primea Materia. It is as not as heavy as the Knight, being 
possibly more gaseous in nature and it shows the King being drawn 
swiftly along as a fiery energy radiates from the heat below, and 
coaling as it rises. 

The I’Ching association here is Hexagram 13, T ' ung Jen, 
which means fellowship of men. Its Primary Tri grams are Chien 
(the creative, which can be considered analogous to Air) over Li 
(Fire) which shows a combination of strength and decisiveness. 
The Great Symbolism says; “The symbol of Heaven and Fire form 
T’ung Jen. The Superior Man, in accordance with this, distin- 
guishes things according to their Kings and classes". 

On the celestial sphere he rules 20 degrees Cancer to 20 
degrees Leo. To meet a challenge and to conquer, the need to 
transcend what is, the weighing of alternatives are all 
represented under these degrees. 

Vau of Yod is a neutral or third state of the initial thrust 
given in the Knight of Wands. It is in itself a new field of 
independent thought and reason and as such it is her maphr od i ta 1 . 
The Vau aspect is both emotional and intellectual but most impor- 
tant of all it is noted for its swiftness, which when applied to 
the initial thrust of Yod, shows a more rapid growth than Yod of 
Yod but it lacks its power and force.

"Princess of the shining -flame; the rose o^ the Palace o-f Fire" 
Rules from North Pole to 45 degrees _at. and from 
0 degrees of Cancer to 30 degress of Virgo 


A very strong beautiful woman with flowing red— gold hair and 
blue eyes and is attired like an amazon. -sr shoulders, arms, 
knees and bossom are bare. She wears a short kilt reaching to her 
knee. She has a broad belt around her waist of scale mail, it is 
narrow at the sides and broad at the front and back with a winged 
tigers emblym on the front. She wears a green Corinthian shaped 
helmet and with a long plume. It is also surmounted by a tigers 
head, the same symbol forms a buckle on he-- buskins. A mantle 
lined with tigers skin falls back from her shoulders. Her right 
hand rests on a small golden or brazen altar ornamented with a 
ram’s head with flames of fire leaping fror it. Her left hand 
leans on a heavy club, swelling at the large** end where the sigil 
is placed. It has flames of fire leaping fr c** it, from one end to 
the other, but the flames are ascending. ’he club or torch is 
much longer than that carried by the Knight r r Queen. Beneath her 
firmly placed feet are leaping flames of fire. 

The figure here has the tenacity of the Knight, power of the 
King and the attributes of the Queen - si almost unbeatable 
combination. She is a powerful ruler who is -ully able to back up 
her wants and commands. The Princess has courage and power and 
controls the flame from the brazen altar, as such she is a strong 
forceful individual. 

The background of the card is light red. Her skin is trans- 
lucent red and her crown is gold, surmounted by a green plume. 
Her cloak is red/orange striped with black. Her skirt is green 
with black stripes. Her belt is green outlined with with black. 
The scale mail is outlined with the complementary red. The tigers 
head emblems are red/orange with white wirgs. Her buskins are 
also green with heavy dark shades.

The sigil on the club is 
that of Kal ah, the bride (obtained through the rose cross) , and 
shows she is the bride o-f the Mi croprosopus . 

The Earthy part o-f Fire is an extremely power-ful combination 
as it shows great strength enforced with fie r, y energy. The Earthy 
part shows an individual who is both practical and earthbound. 
The Earthy part also brings* her in touch with the material or 
physical aspect of her nature. To a cert air extent, this shows 
receptivity while the fiery impetus drive's her ^aibng. She is 
harmonious in nature but also a planner who will do well in any 
surroundings due to her adaptability.

KNIGHT OF CUPS 

"Lord of the Waves and the Waters; 

The king o-f the hosts o-f the sea" 

20 degrees Aquarius to 20 Degrees Pisces 


A beauti-ful winged, youth-ful warrior with -flying hair, 
riding upon a white horse. His general armour is similar to the 
Knight of Wands, but upon his helmet, cuirass and buskins is a 
peacock emblem with open wings. He holds a cup in his hands, 
bearing the sigil o-f the scale with a crab issuing -forth. 
Beneath the horse’s -feet is the sea. 

The cup he holds is the watery aspect o-f his nature, his 
emotions are analogous to the crab in the cup which not only show 
the main aspect o-f the water sign. Cancer, but the -first essence 
o-f life from its elementary stage of development. It is the first 
stage of manifestation from the womb (cup). The peacock is the 
bird associated to rains and storms etc. , as well as resurrection 
and immortality. The white horse is linked to F'oisedon, God of 
the sea and earthquakes, who can show empathy to the volatile 
nature of water. The armour he wears is like a crab's shell and 
shows strength of outer protection, while his golden Crown symbo- 
lises sovereignty. His winged helmet implies a high imagination 
as do the wings of the Knight, which together show an illumina- 
tion of thoughts and ideas. The sea beneath him illustrate life 
itself from which all things cone from and return to. 

The Knight has blue eyes and fair wavy hair, his skin is 
translucent blue, and the background of the card is light blue. 
The reins of his horse are also blue. His scale armour is red, 
ouline.d in complementary green, and his arms and legs are dark 
blue (including his buskins). The cup he holds is blue, outlined 
with orange against the background. The cup rim and sigil are 
also orange. The crab is orange red, and the wings of the Knight 
are brilliant white. His helmet is deep blue, the wings emanating 
x rom it are also blue with orange outlines and shadings. The 
peacock emblem has green feathers, though the bird itself is 
black. The sea beneath is slightly rough and is coloured sea 
blue. 

The Fiery part of Water s u ows an active and impressionable 
individual who reacts to external impetus. He has the ability to 
start things but it is doubtful he will finish them. He appears 
to have little internal control and is easily influenced. The 
overall Water empathy gives rise to strong emotional feelings and 
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this is the underlying current that is the driving -force. The 
Water element is the power base that the ^Lzry part must accept 
as its driving force.
